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Merchants  Attack  3A  Zoning  Pla

Vehement  objections  erupted  Thurs- 
day night  at  the  Planning  Board's  open 
hearing  over  an  article  proposing  a 
change  in  the  zoning  by-law  governing 
the  Rte.  3A  Highway  Business  district. 

Members  of  the  business  commun- 
ity violently  opposed  the  changes 
which  would  require  future  business 
lots  to  be  a minimum  40,000  square 
feet  in  area,  an  increase  from  the 
current  requirement  of  10,000  square 
feet  and  in  addition  increase  frontage 
to  200  feet  from  50  feet. 

Eric  Pearson,  owner  of  Cohasset 
Motors,  questioned  the  Board's  ration- 
ale in  raising  the  area  and  frontage  of 
business  lots  by  four  times. 

He  said  he  has  seen  professional 
plans  for  25  years  for  which  thousands 
of  dollars  were  spent  advocating 
further  business  development  on  Rte. 
3A. 

He  questioned  in  particular  the  most 
recent  study  completed  last  fall  by 
Roberta  Leary,  ex-board  member  and 
planner,  hired  to  examine  alternatives 
for  zoning  changes  and  business 
growth  along  Rte.  3A,  her  qualifica-

School  Land 

The  School  Committee  met  with  the 
Board  of  Sewer  & Water  Commission- 
ers this  week  to  discuss  the  proposed 
site  location  for  a new  sewage  treat- 
ment plant  on  land  originally  intended 
for  school  purposes. 

Tire  Commissioners  are  requesting 
at  Town  Meeting  in  Article  35,  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  transfer  land 
originally  designated  for  school  pur- 
poses to  be  used  for  a sewage 
treatment  facility. 

This  land  is  located  southwesterly  of 


businesses  only,  and  that  new  area 
stipulations  wouldn't  affect  present 
businesses.  The  reason  given  for  the 
amount  of  increase  in  area  recom- 
mended is  to  limit  the  number  of  curb 
cuts  or  entrances  and  exits  along  the 
highway,  she  said. 

Robert  Dwyer,  owner  of  Dwyer’s 
Geaners.  and  Pearson  both  reacted 
strongly  to  the  board's  reasoning.
